Week ended April 4. Eight bills of health were granted to vessels 
clearing for United States ports in good sanitary condition, and 3 cer- 
tificates of immunity were issued to passengers going to New Orleans 
via Habana. 

No quarantinable disease was reported within this district during the 
week. 

During the month of March 16 bills of health were issued to vessels 
clearing for United States ports having an aggregate number of 454 
members of crew, and 33 passengers in transit, of which 3 were bound 
for Galveston, Tex., and 30 for various ports in Cuba. Two vessels 
were fumigated at the request of their captains. Three certificates of 
immunity to yellow fever were issued to passengers bound for New 
Orleans via Habana. 

No quarantinable diseases were reported during the month. 

The total number of deaths from all causes during the month was 
67, which corresponds to an annual rate of mortality of '25.42 per 
mille.
